REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has amended the 
claims to require that the EBs be formed from aggregates of about 500-800 ES cells. This limitation is 
free of the art. It was not appreciated until after the effective filing date of the instant application (2002) 
that the number of beating cardiac cells could be affected by the size of ES cell aggregate used to form the 
EB (see Bauwens, CL, 2008, Stem Cells, 26:2300-2310). Burridge (2007, Stem Cells, 25:929-938) 
studied cardiomyocyte differentiation in EBs and the smallest number of ES cells used in an aggregate 
was 1,000, which met limited success in EB formation.
